British Columbia's area is 366,255 square miles, about 
one-tenth of Canada’s total. 2° Lumbering is British 
Columbia's leading industry andaccounts for 40 percent 
of its income.

The provinces of Quebec and Ontario, with two-thirds | 
of Canada’s population and much of its resources, form 
theindustrial heartland ofthe nation.¥ Quebec produces 
almost one-third of all Canadian manufactures. Pulp 

and paper manufacturing and preparation of food and 
beverages are the leading industries. An aluminum plant 

at Arvida is the world’s largest producing unit. Forestry 

and electric power are also important. In southern Que- 

bee, almost 70 per cent of the world’s asbestos is mined. 

There is an extensive dairy industry in the St. Lawrence 

Valley and in southern Quebec, »» Ontario is Canada's

Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta extend westward 
about 900 miles from Ontario to the Rockies Agri- 
culture is the chief source of income in the Prairies, 
where highly mechanized grain farms often cover more 
than onesquaremile per farm.
